Five  area  high  schools  participate 
in  the  program — Andover,  North 
Andover,  Lawrence,  Vo-Tech,  and 
Phillips  Academy. 

There  are  three  main  LARC  pro¬ 
grams.  The  Family  Culture  group, 
the  Historical  group,  and  the 
Bilingual  Career  group.  The  Fam¬ 
ily  culture  group  involves  work¬ 
ing  with  small  children  at  such 
places  as  the  Singer  Learning 
Center  and  Headstart,  as  well 
as  the  area  kindergartens.  They 
study  the  influence  of  ethnic 
backgrounds  on  the  raising  of 
children.  The  middle-income  high 
school  students  work  with  the 
lower-income  pre-schoolers,  while 
the  lower-income  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  work  with  the  higher-in¬ 
come  pre-schoolers.  This  enables 
the  students  to  experience  cus¬ 
toms  of  different  cultures  and 
backgrounds. 

The  Historical  group  studied  the 
textile  movement  in  the  Merri- 
mac  Valley,  which  occured  at  the 
turn  of  the  century.  The  group 
studied  the  literature  of  the  time, 
the  land  use,  the  factory  workers, 
and  the  effect  of  the  textile  move¬ 
ment  on  the  growth  of  our  cities 
and  towns. 


Members  of  LARC 


The  Bilingual  Career  Division 
had  a  late  start,  having  begun  in 
January.  This  group  is  a  pre¬ 
career  branch  of  LARC.  It  deals 
with  students  who  want  to  go  into 
some  type  of  bilingual  career  such 
as  social  work,  banker,  teacher, 
and  many  others.  Hopefully  the 
Bilingual  Division  will  enjoy  a 
longer  season  next  year. 

The  LARC  program  has  proven 
to  be  exceptionally  worthwhile 
to  all  who  were  involved.  Not  only 
did  those  students  learn  many 
things  about  the  area  and  future 
careers,  but  they  also  gained  a 
sense  of  perspective  and  insight 
of  the  world. 

This  group  of  twelve  Andover 
High  School  students  and  Mr. 
Brennen,  their  advisor,  had  a  re¬ 
warding  and  highly  successful 
year.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  this  program  will  expand, 
allowing  many  more  students  to 
take  part  in  this  experience.
